DAILY MARKET LETTER. 

New York. March 18— Opening quo- 
tation* were ixacttoaily nnohaiiged 
from yeeterday's closing and during 
the flint three hours' trading tbey held 
their own iwetty well, bat after that 
quite a reaction took plaoe, iwloes 
breaking anywhere from 1-8 to 8 
polnta American stooks in London 
were beaxT, being mostly from 1-8 
to 1-8 under )«rlty. Trading again 
today was not so heaxy, salts to noon 
being 815,600. Tbe feature of the 
•tooa market is the strength in Amal- 
gamated Co)>per. There has been oon- 
tinued heaxy baying of this for the 
past few daye on rumors thst it will 
ba placed on a 4 per cent dixidend 
basis. Seoretary Shaw's preeenoe was 
fslt in this market, and the g<*neral 
impreeslon is that he was there to tide 
oxer any •qoi*eae in tbe money mar- 
ket, but thla he denied. So far as 
bond redemptions are *oonoemed It 
may ha pointed out that with tbe 
Panama payment of $40,000,000 oom* 
Ing due and only a littb upward of 
$80,000,000 in tbe tremury aboxe the 
$60,000,000 working balaooe, there is 
DO room for goxsmment purchases. 
Ws don't think tbe ■itnation warrants 
any big adxanoe, for monsy rates must 
be high for some time to ooma. Cull 
money ranged from 5 to 6 per cent.
